Report from Gulf port, Miss. — 'Sanitary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Sheely reports, July 2, as follows: 
The health of this city is good. No new cases of enteric fever. 
The authorities are being aroused to the necessity for a thorough clean- 
ing of all streets and alleys, and for local disinfection. Investigation 
has shown an almost entire absence of Stegomyia.

North Carolina — Charlotte. — Month of June, 1906. Estimated 
population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 42, including enteric 
fever 2, and 4 from tuberculosis. 

Pennsylvania — Dunmore. — Month of June, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 17,500. Total number of deaths, 15, including enteric fever 1, 
whooping cough 1, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

West Virginia — Wheeling. — Month of June, 1906. Estimated 
population, 42,000. Total number of deaths, 32, including enteric 
fever 11, and 19 from tuberculosis. 
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
